THE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a  report,  dated  7th  January, 
1931,  from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  stating 
that  application  has  been  made  by  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  Company  to  acquire  0.76  of  an 
acre  in  Yoho  National  Park,  in  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia,  for  right-of-way  purposes  in 
connection  with  the  operation  of  the  Company’s 
railway. 

The  Minister  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  applica¬ 
tion  should  receive  favourable  consideration,  and 
therefore  recommends  that,  under  and  by  virtue  of 
the  provisions  of  section  6  (2)  of  chapter  33,  20-21 
George  the  Fifth,  authority  be  granted  for  the  sale 
of  the  land  described  hereunder  to  the  said  Com¬ 
pany  for  right-of-way  purposes  for  the  sum  of  one 
dollar  on  the  understanding  that  the  said  land  will 
revert  to  the  Crown  should  it  cease  to  be  used  for 
the  purposes  for  which  it  was  sold.

The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks  dur- 
in  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of  the 
next  pi'eceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of  the 
petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Pidvate  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Pxdvate  Bill  be  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks,  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  report  of  any  Standing 
or  Select  Committee  upon  a  Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Standing  Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House 
until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  chai’ged  with  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to 
the  House.

There 
shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line  of  each 
page ;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on 
through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to 
be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies  of 
each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  immediately  before  the  first  reading.  If 
amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during  its 
progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted  by 
thfe  promoters  thereof. 

In  the  ease  of  Bills  to  Incorporate  Companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in  Rule
